prevent some industries from lo- - 
cating in the state. 

It is evidently the intention o£ 
the legislature to amend this sec- 
tion to have property taxed in pro- 
portion to its value. 

House Concurrent Resolution No. 
73 seeks to amend Section 115 of 
the Constitution, and seeks to limit 
the amount or the extent of bonded 
indebtedness which the state or 
its direct agencies may incur. The 
present section in the Constitution 
does not have any such limitation. 
This resolution is intended to placa 
some limit or curtailment on the 
Legislature in issuing bonds on be- 
half of the state. 

Senate Resolution No. 143. This
